Few trees have more enemies than 
the coco-mat palm which ig one of the 
most valuable trees, ag it provides 
80 many different useful artictes. 

When the trees are young their 
|ereen leaves are the favorite food of 
| wild pigs and porcupines: Porcupines 
dig up the young palms in order to 
eat their roots. Rats eat holes in the 
stem. The ‘holes get full of water 
and the tree rots.and dies. The palm 
joauirret of the East Indies taps the 
junripe nuts and drinks the juice. 

Many birds are’ foes to the cocé- 
palm. The worst is a sea-bird known 
as the black noddy, wirich builds in the 
tops of bearing trees and pecks the 
flowers as they begin to blodm. In 
ns: way the yield of the tree is des- 
troyed.. Parrots and macaws also 
bite the flowers for the sake of the 
pollen. Land-crabs of enormous size, 
some of them two feet in length, climb 
the trees and .steal the nuts, which 
they drag off to theif holes. 

But the worst destroyer of all is a 
cat-like creature, a sort of large mar- 
ten, common in Java and the sur- 
rounding islands.
